Palm Springs, six days short of 
the record they had hoped to bet­ 
ter. They landed after 200 hours 
and 45 m inutes in the air. 
The 
record is 14 days and 7 hours. 
Heavy rains in th e desert, it is 
reported, was the indirect cause 
of the conclusion o f the 
flight, 
when bad w eather ham pered re­ 
fueling operations from an auto­ 
mobile. 
Tuesday m orning they 
were 
saved from possible disaster by 
handw riting on th e desert sand 
and quick action on the p art of 
Riverside police. 
Driven from S an ta Ana by a 
dense fog, the sm all plane, “Miss 
Santa Ana, Spirit o f 
O r a n g e 
C ounty,” was sent hurtling over 
the m ountains to th e desert re­ 
sort late Monday night. 
Refueling Cars Gone 
The flyers rem ained there, re­ 
fueling constantly, until morning 
w hen it was decided to return to 
Santa Ana. 
They sent down a 
message to the refueling 
crew 
and started over th e mountains. 
Almost im m ediately they w ere 
stopped by clouds and heavy rain. 
T urning back to Palm 
Springs, 
they discovered th eir 
refueling 
cars had left for th e fast run to 
Santa Ana. 
They 
im m ediately 
dropped 
notes at the airport, asking resi­ 
dents to contact Riverside police 
and 
stop 
the 
refueling 
crew 
speeding tow ard S an ta Ana, gave 
them the message an d they sta rt­ 
ed back to Palm Springs. 
The airport here w as notified 
im m ediately from R iverside and 
residents ran out to the airport 
and w rote a huge message in the 
sand, telling the flyers to rem ain 
over the desert tow n. 
The re ­ 
fueling crew 
retu rn ed 
shortly 
afterw ard and again 
sent 
up 
gasoline and oil to th e plane. 
D uring their atem pted end ur­ 
ance record breaking flight, Col­ 
boch and Keeley w ere forced by 
fogs on the coast to fly to Palm 
Springs a num ber o f times and 
created much interest here.

BEWARE WAR HYSTERIA 


Strong public opinion in this country against 
war can do as much as anything to keep the United 
States out of another disastrous European conflict. 
Public opinion is determined by what you, I, and the 
sum total of other individual citizens of this country 
are thinking; so the man in the street and his resis­ 
tance or susceptibility to what is called War Hys­ 
teria is of grave importance in determining the fu­ 
ture of this country. 
Therefore, it is very much worthwhile at this 
time to examine carefully this lethal disease, War 
Hysteria, with the view of determining, if possible, 
what it is, what are its symptoms and causes, and 
how we as individuals can best avoid being caught 
in its clutches. 
War Hysteria is a type of mass insanity—it is 
mob psychology. 
It is in the same category as mob 
rule, the disease that affects the minds of the in­ 
dividuals of a lynching party. 


Its symptoms are very illusive. Why? 
Because 
when an epidemic of War Hysteria sweeps the coun­ 
try, we are very apt to have contracted the disease 
ourselves before w e even know it—and a person suf­ 
fering from War Hysteria cannot recognize the fact 
that lie and his fellow countrymen have been caught 
in the clutches of the disease. 
However, if we find ourselves hating and curs­ 
ing with great and over intense emotion, the Ger­ 
mans, the Russians, the Japanese, or any other peo­ 
ple, wro can be quite sure that we have contracted 
War Hysteria. 


We will do well not to allow War Hysteria to 
cause us to ostracize or persecute any fellow Amer­ 
ican citizen because of bis ancestry or bceause his 
sym pathies happen to be with different contestants 
in the European or Oriental conflict from those with 
whom we happen to sympathize ourselves. Remem­ 
ber, this is America, a free country, and we still en­ 
joy freedom of thought, of speech and of the press 
here— thank God. 
It might be well for us to say, as 
an em inent Frenchman once said, “I despise what you 
say, but I will defend with my life your right to say it.” 


As to the causes—War Hysteria is the direct re­ 
sult of swallowing whole, without weighing the facts, 
insidious foreign propaganda put out, and so design­ 
ed, to engender in us hatred for one nation or group 
of nations and deep friendship and sympathy for an­ 
other nation, or group of nations. 


Today the United States is being flooded with 
■foreign propaganda—and has been for the past sev­ 
eral years. 
This propaganda is being fed to us by 
the various nations concerned in the present con 
fHcts in Europe and the Orient. 
The radio, certain 
national magazines, the press, the motion pictures, 
are all the means of feeding to us sugar-coated prop­ 
aganda. 
As President Roosevelt stressed in his ra 
dio address to the nation last night, we m ust not be 
Kcve everything we read or hear. We must carefully 
weigh the facts and separate the pure truth f r o m 
rumor. 


It is reported on good authority that certain Eu­ 
ropean nations are even using their exhibits at the 
New York World’s Fair as means of spreading prop­ 
aganda in this country. 
It follows then, that we, as individuals, can best 
serve our country in the present crisis by not allow 
ing ourselves to be misled by foreign propaganda and 
thus allowing ourselves to succumb to the dangerous 
disease of War I lysteria. WE CAN keep our national 
sanity through the trying days to come if we, as in­ 
dividuals, will only use our heads, think, and keep 
cool. 
We must not believe all we read and hear but 
m ust carefully weigh the facts. 
We must not con­ 
fu se fact with propaganada and rumor. 
And most 
im portant of all, we must be sure that we pass on 
to our fellow countrymen only facts and thus not be­ 
com e ourselves a means of spreading insidious prop­ 
aganda. 
Thus, only by study, by carefully analyzing the 
facts and separating the truth from rumor and prop­ 
aganda, can we keep from succumbing to War Hys­ 
teria and plunging ourselves into war.

84 Years Young

Eighty-four years 
young to­ 
day, "Dad" Elijah Dawson, prom­ 
inent Palm Springs pioneer, ex­ 
pects to enjoy life for many years 
more for he comes from a family 
whose average life span is in the 
nineties. 
Robust, for one of his 
years, 
"Dad” 
Dawson’s bright 
eyes show an interest in the 
things that are going on in the 
world about him. 
He makes his 
home in Banning during the hot 
summer months, when the heat 
at Palm Springs makes him seek 
a cooler place. 
Mr. Dawson was born in Daw­ 
son township, Missouri, Septem­ 
ber 8, 1855. He hastened to say 
that Dawson township was not 
named for him, but was called 
Dawson townhsip before he came 
into this world. 
When he was six years old, he 
remembers seeing 
the Confed­ 
erate soldiers leaving to fight in 
the Civil War. He was ten years 
old, when it closed, and he also 
remembers 
that some of the 
young men he saw go away, 
never returned. Two uncles on 
his father’s side fought with the 
Confederate forces. 
One 
w a s 
killed in action, as also was his 
mother’s 
brother. 
His parents 
did not own slaves and his father 
refused to have any. 
The only school he ever attend­ 
ed was a log school house for 
which he hauled the logs. 
He 
was a boy of twelve at the time, 
| and with a team of oxen hauled 
the logs to the site of the school. 
When he was 25 years of age, 
he was married to Sarah Frances 
Romine, and they lived together 
until she passed away about eight 
years ago. 
They farmed in Missouri until 
Mr. Dawson’s health had failed, 
and his daughter.

Zaddio 
Bunker, who had preceded him 
£0 California, insisted 
that he 
come to Palm Springs where she 
was living. 
Mr. Bunker was a 
native of San Jacinto, and they 
had come to California some time 
before. Mr. Dawson was 59 years 
of age when they came to Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mr. Dawson has watched with 
interest the growth 
of

Springs from the tiny settlement 
to America’s foremost desert re­ 
sort.

Some time during the next few 
weeks, the last yard of concrete 
will be placed in the Casa Loma 
Siphon. 
That bucketful of con­ 
crete will be the last of more 
than four million cubic yards of 
concrete that has been placed in 
the main aqueduct. 
When th e 
last yard of concrete has settled 
into place, the construction 
of 
the main aqueduct from 
Lake 
Havasu to Cajalco Reservoir — 
242 miles to the west, will have 
been completed. 
This last 
construction 
work 
will take place on the transition 
structure which will 
join 
th e 
West Portal of San Jacinto Tun­ 
nel with the east end of 
Casa 
Loma Siphon. It is of particular 
interest that this last construc­ 
tion work will take place at the 
exact spot where Colorado Riv­ 
er water will enter the coastal 
plain of Southern California. 


Siphon Work Almost Completed 


Latest construction progress re­ 
ports from General Superintend­ 
ent B. C. Leadbetter state that 
the major part of the siphon work 
has already been finished. 
On 
August 25, the siphon barrel it­ 
self had been completed 
a n d 
partly backfilled and work was 
under way on the building of 
the transition structure between 
the siphon and tunnel. This struc­ 
ture is 55 feet long. At the time 
of the report, the excavation and 
placing of the concrete invert for 
the transition had been complet­ 
ed and the placing of reinforce­ 
ment steel in the structure was 
approximately 50 percent finish­ 
ed. 
Back inside the 
San Jacinto 
tunnel 
itself, 
other M. W. D. 
crews are continuing their big job 
of clean-up work in making the 
13-mile bore ready to carry wa­ 
ter. 
The tunnel progress 
r e p o r t 
stated 
that 
all 
low 
pressure 
grouting work has now been fin­ 
ished and crews are concentrat­ 
ing on the last of the high pres­ 
sure grouting. This high pressure 
grouting work is rapidly sealing 
off the underground water which 
has made its way into the tunnel 
since the beginning of the 
ex­ 
cavation work. 
Tunnel Flow Reduced 
To those who worked in San 
Jacinto headings when they W'ere 
really wet, it will be interesting 
to note the total flow' in the en­ 
tire tunnel has been reduced to 
approximately 1000 gallons per 
minute. 
It jvill be remembered 
that at one time a peak of ap­ 
proximately 40.000 gallons of wa­ 
ter per minute was recorded 
spurting into San Jacinto Tun­ 
nel. 
It will also be of interest that 
a steel cover has been 
placed 
over the top of the Cabazon shaft, 
and that both the Cabazon pion­ 
eer and Potrero pioneer tunnels 
have been sealed off. The inter­ 
section of the Lawrence adit with 
the main line of the tunnel has 
been closed, and all utilities have 
been removed from the mile-land 
inclined adit. 
The East 
Portal 
aggregate plant has also been re- 
| moved, 
taking 
away 
another 
landmark of the construction pe­ 
riod. 
At the east portal of the San 
Jacinto tunnel, at the end of the 
month, approximately 300 feet of 
arch and 10,000 feet of invert re­ 
mained to be grouted. 
A 
steel 
cover plate was placed on 
the 
collar of Cabazon shaft. All wa­ 
ter inflow from Cabazon pioneer 
was sealed off on July 4. 
All 
grouting in the western section 
of the tunnel was completed dur­ 
ing the month. 
All pipe 
lines 
and power cables not in use have 
been 
removed 
from 
Potrero 
shaft. 


WHY A CITY BUILDING CODE? 


Stripped of its legal and technical phraseology, a building 
zode is really a set of rules to keep people from getting hurt. 
Through shortcomings in building construction a man may get 
hurt either physically or financially. 
Physically he may be in­ 
jured by collapse of the structure, by falling through unguarded 
penings, by being burned, through sickness resulting from im­ 
proper sanitation, or from any number of other causes. From the 
financial standpoint, whatever he does voluntarily, whatever con­ 
tracts he enters into in full possession of his faculties, is little 
concern of the community as a whole. But he may also, through 
no fault of his own, be jeopardized by the actions of other 
property owners over whom he has no control. 
In this case the 
egally constituted authorities step in to determine what is fair 
and just. 
To prevent these injuries, of one kind or another, is the 
sole purpose of the building inspection departments established 
by nearly all communities of any size.

Unemployable 
Non-residents Go 
Off Relief Rolls 


The State Relief A dm inistra­ 
tion has announced it is cutting 
from its rolls all unemployable 
technical non-residents, and will 
not accept such persons in 
the 
future. 
The move is in response to a 
ruling of the S tate Relief Com ­ 
mission ordering the S.R.A. 
to 
observe the letter of the law and 
remove from its 
rolls 
persons 
who do not come w ithin the 
meaning of “relief of destitution 
and hardship caused by unem ­ 
ployment.” 
Point Stretched 
S. R. A. officials, who 
s a i d 
county w elfare board and relief 
agencies have been notified of 
the ruling, declared that in the 
past S. R. A. has “stretched 
a 
point" in giving relief to some 
unemployable 
persons 
because 
“they just didn't have anything 
to eat” and w ere ineligible 
for 
county relief rolls because they 
had not filled technical residence 
requirements. 
These 
require­ 
m ents call for three years con­ 
tinuous residence in the county. 
The Relief Comm ission ruled 
all persons w ithin the 
“unem ­ 
ployable technical non-resident” 
classification m ust be 
removed 
from S. R. A. rolls by Oct. 1. 
No Accurate Count 
The officials said 
they 
can 
give no accurate estim ate of the 
num ber to be affected by 
the 
ruling, but expressed the opin­ 
ion the figures w ill not run over 
1 per cent of the total case load, 
which was 77,948 for the state 
on August 28.

Six months ago. March 23, to 
be exact, the writer of this col­ 
umn looked into the crystal ball 
and saw some things that 
are 
happening today and some that 
are about to happen. 
We quote 
one paragraph from that issue: 
"I see Hitler standing alone — 
not a friend among th? nations 
o f the world—his country com­ 
pletely dismembered—there is no 
more Germany—it has been di­ 
vided among the allies." 
That prediction still goes. 
As 
much as w e sympathize with the 
common people of Germany who 
are not responsible for this war, 
we believe that the safety of the 
world depends upon 
preventing 
another dictatorship in Germany 
from menacing other nations. 
Press and radio reports from 
war-torn Europe indicate t h a t 
the German people 
themselves 
don't want this war, but that they 
are being driven into it by a pow­ 
er-mad and ruthless leader. They 
lack the enthusiasm necessary to 
win a war; consequently Hitler 
cannot win. 
How long he can 
hold out. no one knows; but he 
is headed for certain defeat, and 
he will be standing alone. 
A l­ 
though Hitler has said that he 
"shall not live in defeat,” he will 
probably behave like any 
other 
bully 
and 
especially 
like 
the 
champion bully of Germany who 
preceded him, the last 
Kaiser. 
Hitler will not commit suicide— 
he hasn't the courage. 
He will 
spend his last days in peace and 
comfort, playing checkers in Hol­ 
land. with the Kaiser, while the 
rest of Europe, including the sur­ 
vivors among his own former fol­ 
lowers. must live in poverty and 
suffering until Europe can 
re­ 
cover from the holocaust which 
is 
now 
destroying 
civilization 
there. 
Those of us who remember the 
World War of a quarter century 
ago. cannot help but smile when 
we hear young folks talk about 
"getting Hitler." 
We said t h e 
same thing about the Kaiser 22 
years ago. 
"I will lead you to victory, and 
if not to victory, then to my own 
death; for I shall not live in de­ 
feat." said Hitler to the young 
men he sent out to die in Poland. 
Ironically, 
this 
was 
precisely, 
word for 
word, 
the 
boast 
of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II to the German 
soldiers he sent to die in France 
and Belgium and Russia in 1914. 
Nothing will be gained by sac­ 
rificing America to 
Mars. 
We 
must remember that 
America's 
active participation in the w a r 
under present conditions, w i t h 
such strong divided public opin­ 
ion. will plunge this nation into 
a dictatorship and possibly per­ 
secution 
of 
minorities, 
from 
which we may not recover for a 
generation. 
We cannot wage a 
war unless the President is given 
dictatorial powers, such as draft­ 
ing of men and capital, control 
of the press and all methods of 
communication, and 
suppression 
of recalcitrant 
minorities. 
With 
it would come 
persecution 
by 
over-zealous 
pseudo-patriots 
of 
Americans of foreign birth or an­ 
cestry. 
Some 
people 
simply 
would not remember that we are 
all Americans—they didn't in the 
last war. 


We hope that every citizen of 
the nation either heard or read 
the address of President Roose­ 
velt on Sunday. 
We hope they 
are reading the editorial pages 
of the leading newspapers. 
A l­ 
most without exception the new s­ 
papers of the nation 
maintain 
that America must remain neu­ 
tral. 
Although the 
words 
of 
Franklin Roosevelt, Herbert Hoo­ 
ver and Hiram 
Johnson 
have 
been printed and 
reprinted 
in 
nearly every newspaper and voic­ 
ed over the radio, w e repeat them 
here, if only for the purpose of 
emphasis; 


President Roosevelt said: 


"I not only sincerely hope so, 
but I believe we can stay out. 
and that every effort 
will 
be 
made by the administration to do 
so." 


Former President Hoover said; 


"Whatever our sympathies are, 
we cannot solve the problems oi 
Europe. 
America must keep out 
of this war.
